ſes, the eyes of ficſh and blood are of neceflity to beclos 
ſed, and wee muſt ſubmit our ſelues wholly co bee ledby

A farther Exception is, that becauſe they are not cons

parallel them to the Holy Scriptures, '( which have trom 
the beginning , and euermore beene by the whole Church 
acknowledged Canonicall and Anthentique , ) whethe 
for Meaſure of ſpirit , or Light of twdgement , or Amthorie 
of bynding power , or finally , for ſufficiencie of Dottrine [ to 
wake the man of God perfett, re, ] Yet may it bee nodil- 
paragement to thoſe pure fires of Holy Scriptures , that 
theſe Apocryphals be to them taken [ Conwntitim , 7 a5 the 
Golden Pot , to the Jenna laide vp therein z or as the 
Vehicnla which Phyſicians doe vſe in the applying of their 
Medicines , whereby their richeſt Antidotes are brought 
cO a more wniner/all benefite, tor the whole body ot the 
Man ; or as the rely Armour of the Lode-ſtone , which 
1s alrogerher impotent of its ewne ſeperate {trength, to 
worke Magneticall eAttraftion ; Howbcit , fitted ducly 
to thar inualuably precious Gem , doth by copwlation, mil- 
riply the virtues thereof, ro difparr it felie 1no a much 

eater Orbe , and with more powerfull rajes.
